A brief write-up of the Quality
Public Market as it will appear on
completion may not be amiss at this
time, as theéir opening will have
been held before the next issue of
thig paper. The market covers three
thousand, two hundred square feet
and is centrally located in the Burk-
~hart Building. It will be an open
front store, the first of its kind in
Torrance. Yet, when storms arise
there is adequate protection from
~ the elements afforded by the folding|
front doors, twelve in number. All
“can be clased and yet the maximum
of daylight enters through the plate
glass panels of the whole, which is
a big factor. At the extreme right
28 one enters will be seen a plate
glass display case of the finest can-
dies. Beyond that a like case of
coffees, and here the cofee mill will
be operating when needed upon a
motor of its own. Next, one passes
an up-to-date butter display chest,
and beyond that will be the custom-
ers’ counter, where purchases will
be weighed and wrapped. Beyond

case across the end of the sales-
room, next to the door leading out
to the ‘stock room, where reserve
stocks will be stored. The walls in
the salesroom will be lined with
commodious down-to-date shelving
filled with the best goods on the
market.
